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War Notes 


Emperor Nicholas has recelved the 
following despatch from Vice-Admira] 
Sarydioff, dated June 21st: 

“On June 2nd our squadron, cons‘st- 
tng of the cru‘ser Rossia, flying the 
Mag of Vice-Admiral Bezobrazoff, and 
the cru‘sers Gromoboi and Rurik, ieft 
to assume the offensive against the 
maritime comniunication of the Japanese 
army. The squadron returned to port 
om June 20th. 

“Its commander reports that on the 
morning of June 15th the squadron 
advanced from the north towards the 
etrait of Shimonoseki. When within 
twenty miics of the straits, our ships 
perceived on the horizon two steam- 
era, which they chased but could not 
everteu!, owing to the great distance. 
At the same time a third was seen (by 
the cruisers, which the Gromoboi was 
ordered to capture. The ship proved 
to be the transport Idzumi. In spite 
ef repeated orders to stop she refused 
to do so until she -had been struck by 
several shells. ae 

“She then stopped and the men be- 
gan to jump overboard. The Gromo- 
bot then signalled for those on board 
to quit the ship, which was done, the 
erew icaving in two boats. These, to- 
gether with thcee who had jumped 
everboard, and who were picked up by 
boats from the cru‘sers, were received 
en board the Gromobo!. The ‘dzumi 
which was of 5,000 tons, was then 
sunk by our guns. 

“Among fthe 105 taken on board the 
Gromobo: :were fifteen officers. 

“After the sinking of the transport 
two more steamers were sighted by the 
Gromobo! and they were chased. They 
proved to be the transports Sado and 
Hitachi, each cf 6,000 tons. In the 
former, in addition to military stores, 
were men of the telegraph corps and 
twelve ufficers and also pontoons. On 
the Hitachi were 100 troops, desides 
military stores. The Rossia was or- 
dered to capture the Sado and the Gro- 
mode! the Hitachi, which tried to es- 
cape. 

“After several shots had been fired 
warning the Hitachi to stop, without 
effect, our guns opened fire and she 
stepped. Thos* ‘on board, however, 
paid no attention to the signal to ab- 
andon the ship, and gfter two more 
shets had been fired they commenced 
to tower boats. The transport seitied 
down very’ s.owly, and congequentiy 
the Gromobo!l was ordered to expedite 
the sinking of her, which was soon «c- 
compiisted. 

“The Sado stopped after several 
shots had been fired across her bows 
end in eccordance without signals, her 
‘boats, which were nutnerous, were iow- 
ered. Scme of the boats were precipi- 
tate.y lowered and several capsized. 
The other boats, crowded with men, 
hezded towards Tsu and Iki islands 
which prere Yisible in the distance. 
The weather was calm and the sea per- 
fectiy quéet. 3 é 

“The Ruritk was ondered to pick up 
the officers, soldiers and craw, but it 
was enly possible to capture four for- 
elgners engaged on the transport end 
twenty five officers. The troops did 
not leave the transport, and the Rur- 
{fk hed been ordered to torpedo and 
eink her. The transport not sinking at 
the first torpedo, another was f:red 
which sank her. Our squadron then 
considering the mutter ended, and in 
view of the growing darkness, pro- 
teeded on its cruise, a Japanese cruiser 
watching all the time. 

“On the fcllowing day in the Tsura 
Ru atratt our squadron stopped the 
British steamer Allanton. Her cap- 
tain deciared to the officers sent to 
examine her that he was _ proceeding 
trom Muroran to Singapore with 6,500 
tons of coal. Examination of the 
trew and the inspection cf the ship’s 
papers, énd certain trreguiarities “1 
the log, coupied with the faci that the 
steamer; Lad previously conveyed con- 
trabanc to the Japanese, led to doubt 
es to the neutrality of her cargo, and 
sie was sent to Viadivostock under 
guara. There her case will be exam- 
ined by privy court. 

“No @her ships were seen during 
the cru'se. 

“On board the Atlanton was found 
a Japaness subject cf the educated 
Cass. He was @ parently one of the 
crew.”

We wish to most emphatically con- 
tradict tne report circulated by the 
Red Decr, Edmonton and Calgary ex- 
ehanges, that Wetaskiwin has an im- 
ported battory. The Wetaskiwin team 
has the same battery as last season, 
namely Pittman and Goucha, who are 
both old timers here, but are fast 
enough to win out against the east- 
ern salaried batteries brought in by 
Calgary, Rel Deer ond ottier towns 
in the Northern Alberta league. 

The longest train that ever passed 
through Wetaskiwin, went north on 
Sunday evening. It had 51 flat cars, 
six freight cars and .a caboose... The 
train, manned by a large crew, is now 
ballasting the C. & E, line. », When 
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this is completed, much faster time 
will be made on the run to Calgary. 
Thursday morning of this week was 
the first anniversary cf Wetaskiwin’s 
big fire when $200,000 went up in 
smoke. Since that time, with one or 
two exceptions, the buildings burned 
have been replaced by larger and 
more substantial edifices than ever,

On the bank, not yet iaunched, but, 
Uke the others, receiving her machin- 
ery, is Capt. Deacon & Son’s new 
ecrew iug, in an advanced state of 
completion, and ready to take the wa- 
ter any time. 

The stage of the water in the river 
is now excellent for steamboating and 
{tt Is neck and neck with the three 
boats which wi! get up steam for the 
trial! trip first, each gang working 
with might and main fcr that object. 

In the course of a week or two when 
these boats are added to Prince Al- 
bert’s flotilla, the river front will pre- 
pent quite an industrious eppearance, 
and open up an extens‘ve trade poth 
up and down the river, and together 
with the added conven‘ence to the set- 
tiements along the banks, a remuner- 
ative and paying business is assured 
the enterprising owners of the craft.

Kamimura Criticised 


The military correspondent of The 
Times severely criticizes the course of 
Admiral Kamimura with reference to 
the Viadivostock squadrco~ “The Jap- 
anese proceédings in res,;..c. to the 
Viadivestock cruisers,” he says, 
been singularly unfortunate. Admiral 
Kamimura has twice allowed the en- 
emy to siip through his fingers, ef- 
fect considerable damage, and zet off 
seot free. Considering the strong 
and fairly numerous division believed 
to be at his disposal, and the enhanc- 
ed power of a superior navy acoruing 
from the use of wireless telegraphy, 
the result is distinctly disappointing.

Evidence of a startlirg nature, which 
doubtiess will have an important bear- 
"ag on the ultimate result of the cor- 
oner’s inquiry into the Generat Siccum 
disaster, was forthcoming at the in- 

aest held last week in New York. 

Perhaps the most unexpected inci- 
dent was the continued refusai to ans- 
wer questicns of Henry Lundberg, a 
United States steambciat inspector, who 
was supposea to -have inspected the 
life-preservers and the hull of the 
{l-fated steamer. H's’ refusal was | 
based on the ground that en answer 
might tend to incriminate him and he 
peted on the advice of his counsel. 

The coroner committed Lundberg to 
the House cf Detention, but ‘ater ac- 
repted $500 bail fcr his reappearance 
which was satisfactory to the District 
Attorney. Sccond Pict Weaver of the 
Siocum, testified that he had purchas- 
mi the fire hose for that boat and Mr. 
Barvan introduced evidence to show 
that the price pad was 49 cents per 
toot, ‘ess 60 per cenit, or 16 cents per 
font net. ay

er a Collar and a--half a foct?’ 

“T don’t know anything about the 
tecies of hose,’ respondei Weaver.

The Assassination not Con- 
demned 


A Lendon press dispatch says: Nev- 
er has pubiic opmion. in Europe come 
nearer condonation, if not open ap- 
prevail, of murder thian in the case of 
the tragedy at Heisingfors. Russia’s 
trime against a helpless, liberty-loving 
pecp:e has brought the only form of 
protest within their power to raise. 
Full ght has now been thrown on 
the fersonalittes of the assassin and 
victim, and the deed stands cut as the 
sacrificial act of a moble-minded, but 
misguided, patriot, who siruck down a 
tyrannical Oppresser, who was crush- 
ing cut the national life of his peo- 

Eugene Schaumann was the son of 
one cf the foremost men in Fin'and. 
Genera: Schaumann for 25 years held 
the highest vffices in the country and 
was governor of Wasa, the chief m/‘ti- 
tary iivision, and remained senator til 
the mantfesto suppressing the Finn‘sh 
language drceve him to resign in 1900. 
Eugene's mother was the daughter of 
the bishop of Borga. The assassin 
was educated at Helsingfors Univers- 
ity. 

Governor Bobrikoff, on the other 
hand, was an intolerant martinet, typ- 
tea, cf Russia's ruling class. Even h's 
own daugtter exclaimed, when he was 
appointed gevernor general: ‘What 
fave the Finianders done thet Papa 
should be sent to govern them?” His 
policy was one of subjugation, tyran- 
ny and persecution. Everywhere there 
were Russian goldiers, and police and 
Spies. : 

We hear of fresh plots against the 
Czar. There is probably little In them. 
There & no hostility against him per- 


under him. It is beginning to be weil 
understood that he is not the real op- 
oressor of Russia. He is a weak man, 
and weakness ig a crime in an en 
/percr, but {t is a,crime for which he 
fs not moraily responsible. Tyranny, 
whch is driving Russia headlong to 
disaster, ig the hydra-headed monster 
Wiic: sssassinaticn cannot. extermin- 
, ate. A few more biows iike that at 
‘Yelsingfcrs might inspire it with ter- 
some reenting, but it is more 
Ue subiful. 

English condemnation of Schaumann’s 
crime is entirely prefunctory. Contin- 
ental expressions are less restrained.

and artillery relieved them. At 9.30 
o'clock this relieving force seized a 
vantage point, and in co-operation 
with the middle column dreve the 
Russians froni Fafangshen. The Rus- 
sian batteries posted in two different 
points poured a heavy fire into these 
forces, but in spite of this shelling, 
the middle column and the men who 
were sent forward to relieve the 
force at the bend in the Foochow 
River climbed the heights in front of 
them and quick!y mastered the situa- 
tion. 

In the meantime the Japanese right 
wes suffering. The Russian leit had 
been reinforced until their numbers 
were greater than the opposing Jap- 
anese. General Oku was twice fore- 
ed to order up the infantry reserves. 
The Russians made a series of des- 
perate counter attacks, and when the 
situation was most critical, the Jap- 
anese cavalry swung around the Rus- 
sian Ieft and struck the enemy on the 
flank. At this time additional Rus- 
sian reinforcements had arrived and 
the Russians held their position with 
dogged determination unti! their front 
and beth flanks were under fire. Then 
they Lroke and fled. The Japanese 
cavalry pursued the enemy for a short 
time, but the roughness of the coun- 
try made it necessary soon to aban- 
don the pursuit. The Japanese left 
wing succeeded in ambushing 900 Rus- 
sian infantrymen who were discover- 
ed retiring toward Wuchiatun. They 
sent two sompanies of infantry and 
one batiery of artillery to a hill east 
of Hongchiatun and the Russians were 
completely trapped. Many of the 
enemy at this point were killed or 
wounded. 

In his report General Oku says the 
Russians began the fight with twen- 
ty-five battalions of infantry, seven- 
teen squadrons of cavalry and ninety- 
eight guns. They were reinforced 
several times, but the number of rein- 
forcements is not known.

In giving the toast of the evening, 
Ambassader Choate dilated upon Lord 
Roberts’ accomplishments in the cause 
of peace and described him as ‘one of 
those who had seen and grown tired 
of the horrors of war, and who now 
was one of the great apostles of medi- 
ation and arbitration rather than an 
advoente of a horrid resort to war. 

“Yet,” said Mr. Choate,, ‘for him 
long gears of fortune and genius have 
united to make for Earl Roberts an 
unbroken progress of victory and suc- 
cess. From second licutenant to earl 
and knight of the garter, from the 
most subordinate position to that of 
commander-in-chief, from the cap- 
ture of Delhi and the relief of Luck- 
new to the relief of Kimberly, his 
career hus been one unbroxen tide of 
victory and success. The relicf of 
Kimberley might have been the relief 
of London. I thought until that day 
that 2n English crowd vas cold as 
compared with an Amerisan crowd. 
My eyes were opened and I learned ; 
that their hearts beat with as warm 
a feeling as those of any people on 
the globe. 

“In my official and personal capa- 
city, I warmly invite Earl Roberts to 
croas the Atlantic and pay us a visit.
